RELIEF COSTS 
ON INCREASE 
SAYS REPORT 


Figures Reveal Mounting 
Expenditures For 


Homeless 


For the year ended March 31, 
1935, unemployment relief costs 
in Alberta totalled $4,624,788.56, 
representing an increase of $461,- 
791.04 over the previous fiscal 
year, according to figures con- 
tained in the annual report of the 
Alberta Relief Commission, made 
available on Thursday. 

Cost of providing relief for single 
homeless men in Alberta during the 
year was $486,631.85. 

The actual cost of providing food, 
clothing and shelter for the men 
in the camps and under the farm 
settlement scheme totalled $351,- 
991.20 and administration costs in- 
cluding engineering staff, material 
and equipment totalled $134,640.65. 

It is stated in the report that 47.9 


per cent of the men enrolled in} 


provincial government camps from 
this city during the period were 
foreign born; 328 per cent were 
Canadian born and 19.3 per cent 
were British born. 

The total number of single men 
registered for relief in the province 
in 1934-1935 was 8,798.

ROME, Feb. 20.—Reichsfuchrer Adolf Hitler, rather 
than Premier Mussolini, is taking the initiative in intense 
Italo-German diplomatic exchanges, authoritative German 
circles said today, in an effort to bring about a complete 
rapprochement. 

A spokesman for German quarters said Hitler realized 
the Third Reich was isolated in Europe by the Franco-Soviet 
mutual assistance pact and by Franco-British military con- 
versations. He realized Italy also was isolated by the opera- 
tions of sanctions, being applied by the League of Nations as 
punishment for the Fascist warfare in Ethiopia, this source 
said. 


To Establish Common Viewpoint 

He wanted to establish a common viewpoint between 
them. Consequently, it was asserted, the two dictators are 
now exchanging views on fundamental questions such as the 
League of Nations, the Franco-Soviet pact and Austria. 

A disposal of the problems of Austrian independence 
from Germany and Italian rapprochement with Germany, 
these sources said, would improve Italy's diplomatic position 
immensely.

One of the targets of his testi- 
mony was a diminutive Spaniard, 
Jose Cunill de Figuerola, charged 
by Zimmerman with pocketing} 
$20,000 intended to be the “cut” of 
other participants in the deal.

Ferrera, United States represent- 
ative of the Brazilian rebels of 
1932; his associate, Leigh Wade, 
soldier of fortune; W. P. Brown, 
paymaster for a syndicate supply- 
ing arms to the Brazilian revolu- 
tionists, and Frank 8. Jonas, will 
o’ the wisp arms agent. 


The story briefly:— 

The gun-running ring wanted a 
ship to carry arms to Brazil, Zim- 
merman and De Figuerola went to 
Canada to buy a boat from the Can- 
adian government; tg its cost of 
$18,000 they added $1,000 for an al- 
leged bribe to an official in Ottawa 
and $30,000 to “take care of all six 
at $5,000 each.” 


DEDUCTED COMMISSION 

Zimmerman deducted his com- 
mission and turned the, remainder 
over to De Figuerola for distribu- 
tion to others of the ring, but what 
became of it was still somewhat of 
a mystery when the day's testi- 
mony was over. The ship, register- 
ed under the name of a German 
friend of Zimmerman’s to avoid 
treaty restrictions on the sale of 
naval vessels, ultimate}y became 
the property of the Brazilian gov- 
ernment.

WENT TO HALIFAX

SHIP DIRT CHEAP 

Even at $50,000, Z’mmerman in- 
sisted that the ship was “dirt 
cheap.” and was now, he said, “the 
best boat in the Brazilian navy.” 
The vescel, “The Margaret,” was 
later renamed the “Ruth” for 
Ferrera’s wife. The Canadian gov- 
ernment had used the ship for coast 
guard purposes, It was equipped 
with empiacements for “two big 
guns.”

De Figuerola offered an excited 
rebuttal, while Zimmerman sat 
rocking with laughter. He sought to 
cast doybt on the ship broker's 
story by contesting dates and 
names. 

“He's a grafter,” said De Figuer- 
ola., “Didn't he say he bribed that 
Canadian fellow. I think he kept 
that $1,000 himself.” 

He claimed he had paid Jonas his 
$5,000, but had no arrangement for 
such payment to Brown. 

“I have the cheques,” he said, and 
began shuffling through his papers, 
while Donald Wemple, committee 
investigator, remarked that Jonas 
had “denied under oath that he re- 
ceived any monies” from the Span- 
iard.

25,000 Political Prisoners 


Are Given Provisional 
Liberty

MADRID, Feb. 20.--The veteran 
Manuel Azana succeeded in form- 
ing a left-Republican government 
in Spain last night and orders went 
out giving provisional liberty to 
more then 25.000 men and women 
political prisoners 

The new government succeeds 
that of Premier Manuel Portela 
Valladares, which resigned Wed- 
nesday because of the left victory 
in Sunday's election, Most of the 
posts were given to Azana's own 
followers, for he picked nine left 
Republicans in the cabinet of 13. 

Azana formed the first governs 
ment of the second Spanish Repub- 
lic after former King Alfonso fled 
into exile. 

The order giving provisional lib- 
erty to all political prisoners ex- 
cept those sentenced to long terms 
was expected to halt bloody prison 
rioting caused by demands for 
freedom Without it, prisoners 
would have been forced to wait un- 
til the Cortes formally passed an 
amnesty next month, 


MAGISTRATE AT 
STETTLER HAS 
FINE MUSEUM 


STETTLER, Feb. 20.—Citizens of 
Stettler and district have for a long 
time enjoyed visits to the antique 
collection of Police Magistrate W. 
B. Gray. Affectionately known in 
the district as “Judge*® Gray, he

medals round out a real private 
museum 


The live part of the judge's cole 
lection includes a fine bunch of 
live raccoon, groundhogs, coyotes, 
kit foxes, mink, pheasants, eagles,

The Government, it has been ruled, can sell 
electric current—but only if the generating 
plant is part of a scheme to promote navigation 
or aid national defence.

SEED MONEY 

Western farmers who sold their wheat in 
1930 to the Pools for a down payment of 50 or 
55 cents a bushel, and have got nothing more 
for it, are to be paid off at the rate of 60 cents 
a bushel. 

The Government will ask parliament to vote 
$6,000,000 for the purpose, of which $2,750,000 
will be distributed among some 27,000 farmers 
in Alberta. 

Though the price allowed is not high, the 
extra five cents per bushel will come out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers. That, of course, is 
the reason the settlement is not made on a more 
generous scale. 

These long-deferred and perhaps unexpected 
cheques will be very welcome to a good many 
farmers on the eve of seeding time, particularly 
in localities where the frost of last August 
created a seed shortage. 


THE PRELIMINARIES OVER 

What must for custom sake be called the 
debate on the Address petered out in the legis- 
lature yesterday. 

Paying attention to fact, it was not of course 
a debate at all. Only one opposition member 
spoke, and that briefly, on the opening day, and 
one closed the talkfest, still more briefly. 

The intervening week and a half has been 
occupied by Government supporters in telling 
about the great and numerous blessings Social 
Credit is going to confer upon the people of 
Alberta, 

The argument of cach of these joyful mes- 
sengers was the same. Albertans needed Social 
Credit dividends; and would get..them, in 
amount sufficient to provide food, clothing and 
shelter for every adult bona fide resident, $25 
a month being the minimum amount that could 
meet the case. 

These two points being thus established as 
the starting place and the ending place of the 
Government's policy—now to get on with the 
business of making the promise come true. 

Anticipation is pleasant, but it isn’t buying 
electric washers or silk stockings for any farm 
women, or helping any out-of-work town-man 
to buy groceries for the family. Realization is 
the only thing that will count. 


SOME AMENDING NEEDED 

Judge Tweedie tells the legislature about 
some law-amending it should do at the present 
session, 

At Lethbridge a woman came into court and 
asked that she be given a certificate of widow- 
hood, in order that she can get a mother's pen- 
sion to support her child. Her husband dis- 
appeared years ago, but because he is not 
known to be dead she cannot get a pension, 
and has been denied all these years. 

The Judge suggested the legislature “put 
into effect some amendment which would allow 
judges to grant the needs of suffering woman- 
hood without taking it upon themselves (the 
judges) to grant such needs by letting their 
own interpretation of the law give them that 
privilege because their consciences refuse to let 
them do otherwise.” 

Judges are supposed to interpret law, not 
make it. But all credit to them when in such 
cases they strain a point to do justice in spite 
of law. 

The legislature ought to relieve the judges 
of that responsibility—by giving them power 
to declare a wife-deserter legally dead when it 
is demonstrated to their satisfaction that he 
cannot be found, Usually in such cases if the 
man isn't dead he might as well be. 


EDMONTON SHOULD GET MORE 


With eleven per cent more people on relief, 
Calgary is drawing 33 1-3 more relief moncy 
than Edmonton from the Provincial Govern- 
ment. 

It does not help matters to say the present 
Government did not start giving the southern 


| 


| 
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city a disproportionately larger grant, that the 
former Government did the sar-o thing, though 
with a somewhat narrower spreed. 

Relief costs cannot be paid in arguments of 
that kind, nor do they put any money in the 
pockets of Edmonton taxpayers. 

The present Government at least had an 
opportunity to bring the grants nearer to par- 
ity, while increasing both grants, but did not do 
so. For the matter of that, the “spread” was 
widened, not narrowed, ‘vhen the recent revi- 
sion upward was made. 

The important point is not who started the 
discrimination, nor by what fraction it has been 
widened, but that it exists. It exists despite 
protests from the Edmonton council, and is 
serious enough to justify and call for further 
protests. 

Not with any desire to attribute unfair intent 
to a Government which has troubles aplenty, 
certainly with no desire to have Calgary's grant 
cut down. That city is not getting too much. 
“Edmonton is getting too. little. 

Just why it is getting too little is of less con- 
cern than the bald fact that what is being de- 
nied to it the taxpayers will have to supply. 
Council will be doing something less than its 
duty to them if it does not continue to appeal 
for some arrangement substantially more near 
to equal treatment.

| The Passing Show

I may be prejudiced, of course, but to my 
mind the best speech yet given in the Debate 
on the Address in this year's Legislature, was 
that given yesterday afternoon by my success- 
ful rival for the Edson seat, Mr. J. H. Unwin. 

So many of the speeches from Government 
supporters sound like a re- 
vamping of their election 
speeches, They assure the 55 
other Social Creditors and the 
7 Opposition members that 
conditions are in a parlous 
state and that the payment of 
a basic dividend will be a 
godsend to those in need, 
With those two propositions 
no one is in dispute. What 
is necessary is to tell the 
Legislature how to go about

giving the basic dividend. 
Mr: Unwin didn’t get so far as that, but he 


told the Legislature of several autonomous 
comniunities where, instead of selling up folk 
for taxes, the government makes payments to 
its subjects, analogous to the payment of a 
dividend. It was a meaty and informative 
address, particularly in its review of provincial 
resources that may be made revenue producing. 
* 

Some of the visitors to the galleries of the 
Legislature, hearing the so-called “debate on 
the Reply to the Speech from the Throne,” miss 
the cut and thrust of a “knock-down and 
carry ’em out” clash. Except for the brief ad- 
dress of the Liberal leader at the outset, re- 
/minding the government of the promised divi- 
dend, inviting them to cut out the oratory, bring 
in Social Credit dividend legislation and 
promising co-operation if this is done, no formal 
debate has been attempted. None but govern- 
ment speakers have taken part in it. 

The right of members to discuss any subject 
they wish—so long as they do it in parliament- 
ary language—in the Debate on the Address, is 
one of the treasured privileges of the British 
parliamentary system. It has its roots in the 
days when the monarch in person opened Par- 
liament and outlined the business of the session. 
In return he was obliged to hear the grievances 
of the members. Later on, the Commons won 
the right to lay their grievances before the 
monarch when he came to ask Parliament for 
money. That right is embalmed in the wide- 
open range of subject-matter a member may 
discuss, if he wishes, in the debate on the 
Budget. 

I have a memory of a legislative member, 
insistent on redress for his constituents, send- 
ing to the Library at the usual adjournment 
hour of 10’p.m. for a couple of volumes of the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, and droning on till 
2:30 a.m. when the government benches made 
surrender so that their sleepy-eyed occupants 
might go to bed. 

Newspaper readers must be bewildered by 
the contradictory despatches from the Italo- 
Ethiopian front. In one battle where Rome 
announces 17,000 Ethiopians slaughtered, Addis 
Ababa makes correction saying the exact num- 
bers of killed and wounded was 106. It’s hard 
to know where the fruth is. ‘ 


The most convincing opinion on the Italo-’ 


Ethiopian war-front situation in the first week 
of this month, comes from Karl von Wiegand, 


| famous German war correspondent. He is out- 


side the range of partiality, he visited both 
sides before delivering judgment. 
This is what von Wiegand says: 
“All indications point that the Italo- 
Ethiopian war will be decided in Europe, 
not in Ethiopia.” 


In other words, the war in Ethiopia is a 


stalemate. During the long rainy season when 
military advance is impossible, the European 
powers must extricate Mussolini from his in- 
effective war venture and help restore the 
Ethiopian Emperor under conditions that will 


| hot inspire the black races of Africa to seek 


military prowess. The present speeding up of 
Italian war effort is to create the impression 
of Italian success before the rain curtain de- 
scends on the war zone. 

What actual progress have the Italian armies 
made? What havoc has Mussolini's tanks, air- 
planes and artillery actually accomplished? Von 
Wiegand answers both questions. 

The Italians were allowed to penetrate as 
far as Makale in Eritrea, before organized 
Ethiopian resistance was ordered. They reached 
Makale on Dec. 8. Von Weigand adds: 


“Today these unpleasant facts confront 
the Italian high command and Rome. 

“That in February the Italian advance 
forces are just where they were in Decem- 
ber. 

“That some sections of the right flank 
have been taken back a considerable dist- 
ance. 

“That tanks, armoured cars and heavy 
artillery impede mobility, and are greatly 
restricted in use in roadless and mountain- 
ous country.” 


Paying tribute to the chivalry and daring 
of the Italian airmen, who he says are fine 
fellows who would not knowingly bomb hos- 
pitals and who smart over the unfortunate 
bombing of the Swedish Red Cross, von Weig- 
and says: 


“Bombs and reconnaisance planes have 
been useful, but not nearly so effective as 
had been expected, There are no munition 
dumps for them to bomb, Bombing holes in 
mountains doesn’t advance victory, and 
there isn't much else to bomb in Ethiopia.” 

Quoting Genera) J. F. C. Fuller, Britain’s 
“tank” general, who is out.in Ethiopia, he says: 
“Tanks have been an impediment rather than 
a help to the Italians. Tanks never were de- 
signed for mountain warfare.” 

Near Aksum where the Ethiopians captured 
ten Italian tanks, the warfare was reminiscent 
of the Stone Age. Ethiopians jumped on the 
iron monsters from behind. With rocks they 
reached forward and smashed the barrels of the 
machine guns, leaving the crews helpless. 

So too, with heavy motorized artillery. There 
is little but mountains to batter down. Ethiopia 
has but eight pieces of field artillery. It is a 
war of man against man, of rifle, bayonet and 
spear against machine gun. Tanks, artillery 
and aircraft are only subsidiary.

Headache 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

When something goes wrong, headache seems 
to be one of the first general warning symp- 
toms. The abnormal factor may be of physical 
or emotional origin. In other words, headache 
may result when something goes wrong either 
in the physical or “pinchable” part of you, or 
in the “unpinchable” part or 
that part which you can not 
feel with your fingers. An 
example of a physical cause 
of headache is a blow on the 
head, while an example of a 
psychic or emotional cause is 
violent anger. 

Because of the wide var- 
iety of possible causes, it is 
not always easy to determine 
quickly the exact cause of the 
distress which the patient de- 
scribes. The same wide variety of causes is 
likewise the reason why this symptom is so 
exceedingly common. Certainly, more people 
suffer from headache than from any other single 
symptom. Sometimes they make the mistake 
of considering headache a disease whereas it 
is actually only one of the signs of disease. It 
is an effect, but not a cause. 

Headache may appear to be located in dif- 
ferent parts of the head—that is, it may involve 
the back, the top, the side, or the forehead, or 
it may be described. by the patient as being 
general, or as seeming to come from a point in 
back of the eyes. The ache may be intense, in 
which case it is described as boring or sharp, or 
it may be dull. Sometimes what the patient 
calls a headache is in reality a form of neural- 
gia. 

In discussing headache, it is most convenient 
to consider the various types separately; as an 
illustration, there is the toxic type, due to auto- 
intoxication, caused by a systemic toxemia; like- 
wise there is the bilious type which so fre- 
quently develops in the patient predisposed to 
attacks of biliousness caused by a sluggish liver; 
then there is a very common type of headache 
due to eyestrain. An additional type of head- 
ache is that which results from breathing in 
stale air or the fumes from gas fires. In those 
patients who are highly-strung, a certain type 
of nervous headache may follow any unusual 
strain. Another type of headache is due prin- 
cipally to either high or low blood pressure. 

Undoubtedly, the most ordinary headache is 
that which is due to constipation and this com- 
mon, garden-variety of headache will readily 
yield to the warm enema followed by resting 
for half an hour in a quiet room. Many patients 
have reported to me that they have been sur- 
prised at how quickly relief from headache may 
be obtained by the use of these simple measures. 
Regardless of the cause of the headache, it is 
generally the best plan to take the enema, rest 
if possible, and to eat simply. If there are any 
signs of indigestion, skip the next few meals and 
use fruit juice feedings instead. Certainly, that 
is a safe treatment. 

Undoubtedly, most headaches are treated at 
home and it is easy for the patient to get into 
| the habit of relying on various headache reme- 
| dies to stop the discomfort. However, when 
headache is a persistent symptom, it should be 
given the attenticn it deserves and an examina- 
tion is in order, to find out the cause. Those 
who have severe headaches which are repeated 
at frequent intervals should not noglect finding 
out the cause. When the exact cause is found 
and definitely removed, the headaches will 
vanish.

ANSWER: It is impossible for the layman 
to make a diagnosis of gall stones and even 
the expert diagnostician may make a mistake.

The 
complaint of this organization is 
centred in the fact, that the peo- 
ple after six days of toil, prefer 
to observe Sunday as a day of re- 
creation, rather than @ day spent 
in a condition of coma.

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Promise Reprisals 
Against Swiss Now 


Living In Germany 


BERLIN, Feb. 20—-An authorita- 
tive promise of reprisals aga nst 
Swiss citizens in Germany—biunt 
retort to the Switzerland govern- 
ment’'s decree banning Nazi organ- 
izations—awaited positive action by 
Reich officials last night. 

The promise was made by the 
Sozialistische Partei-Korrespondenz, 
official Nazi press service publica- 
tion, which termed the “Berne de- 
cision as a challenge that indeed 
cannot remain without proper 
counter-measures.” 

The forecast predicted that Nazi 
officials might ban Swiss organi- 
zations in Germany in the same 
manner the Swiss federal council 
banned Nazi organizations in Swit- 
zerland as a development of the 
slaying of Wilhelm Gustloff, party 
organizer at Davos, by Dayid 
Frankfurter, Jewish medical stud 
ent.

PORTIA IN COURT 

At acknowledgement of the tri- 
umph of the Jew, in the final pro- 
nouncement, “The law awards it 
and the court doth give it!” faces of 
the principals were an interesting 


study. Conveyed in Mr. Rule's 
clever depiction of the villain— 
trembling with fiendish yet  pa- 


thetic eagerness to lash out spite- 
fully at Antonio—was the feeling 
of his inferiority to the scornful 
Christians, of many indignities suf- 
fered at their hands, of intense and 
vicious loathing. 

Phough the presiding Duke of 
Venice (Rev. G. P. Gower) was evi- 
dently moved, his face remained 
traditionally impassive.

Howard and Douglas Chalmers 
waived preliminary hearing in 
police court and were committed by 
Magistrate A. H. Gibson for trial in 
supreme criminal court. 

A charge of shopbreaking in 
Bruderheim early in February in 
which they were alleged to have 
stolen some $250 worth of clothing 
and other articles and another of 
theft of an auto were read against 
the men. They are also charged 
with assault causing actual bodily 
harm, arising from an injury to the 
hand of Chief of Detectives R. 
Sutherland, sustained when he 
grappled with them for possession 
of their revolvers. 

SENSATIONAL ROBBERY 

The men are accused of commit- 
ting one of the most sensational 
robberies ever staged in Edmonton, 
when they entered the home of Mrs. 
Ferris, 18704 102 avenue, early in 
the morning. The house is divided 
into four suites, 

They are alleged to have bound 
Miss Grace Johnson, in her second 
floor bedroom, robbed Dr. John K. 
Fife and ordered Mrs. Charles 
Cooper to “move over” while they 
searched for money beneath her 
mattress. 

Arrested the same afternoon, they 
made a break for freedom as they

land. Both drew guns. Ordered to 
keep driving, Detective Munro 
stopped the car short and grappled 
with them, while the inspector 
grasped the two weapons and held 
the hammers down, so that they 
could not shoot.

GET DISCOUNT 
ON LICENSES 


Government Will Allow 
Rebates During This 
Year 


Institution of a 15 months auto- 
mobile license year commencing 
on Jan. 1 of this year as announc- 
ed previously by the government 
has been abandoned and the lic- 
ense year will run concurrently 
with the calendar year, according 
to Hon. Ernest C.. Manning, prov- 
incial secretary. 

This, however, does not alter the 
government's decision to alter the 
license year to conform with the 
fiscal year, starting on April 1, 
1937, as previously announced, stat- 
ed the minister. 

It had previously been announced 
that, as the new license year would 
start on April 1, 1937, that licenses 
issued in the current year would be 
good until that time. In other 
words, the first three months of 
1937 would enable motorists to run 
their cars “gratis.” 

It is the three months free run- 
ning that is being eliminated. 


WILL BE SAME 


In view of the fact that the 
motor license year will be the same 
as the current calendar year, dis- 
counts hitherto prevailing on 
licenses will be continued, That is 
Proportionate decreases will be 
available on licenses purchased on 
April 1, July 1 and November 1, the 
reductions being graduated accord- 
ing to the time taken off the life 
of the license, 

To cover the three months period 
Jan, 1, March 31, of 1937, permits 
will be issued to those desiring to 
drive their cars until the new 
license year starts on April 1, 
pro rata charge will be made for 
these permits. 

Starting on April 1, as has been 
the case up to now, a 20 per cent 
reduction on licenses becomes 
effective. The reduction effective 
on July 1 is a 40 per cent reduction 
of the original and on Nov, 1 a 75 
per cent slash is made.

STANDBY PLAN 


POWER SUPPLY, 


Calgary Company, How- 
ever, Unwilling to Con- 


tinue Such Service 

While he favored a straight 
standby power arrangement with 
the Calgary Power Co, instead of 
the renewal of an interconnection 
agreement, as recommended to 
ccuncil by commissioners Wed- 
nesday, the company had indic- 
ated it was unwilling to act simp- 
ly in a standby capacity, Mayor 

Jos, A. Clarke declared Thursday. 

Edmonton's present arrangement 
with the power company provides 
for a standby service, each party 
supplying the other with energy 
in cases of emergency and paying 
for the amount of power used. 

An_ interconnection agreement 
would differ from this insofar as it 
would be hinding on both parties 
for a fixed period of three or five 
years, at the city’s option. Price 
for power would also vary from 
charges made under the existing 
standby service, cost of juice un- 
der the interconnection plan be- 
ing based on the amount Edmonton 
contracted to use. 

“While I would rather see the 
present standby arrangement cone 
tinued, it is evident the Calgary 
Power Co, is not willing to cone 
tinue under this system. The reason 
for entering into any agreement 
with the company is to protect and 
guarantee an adequate supply of 
power to the city,” the mayor said

While it would be acceptable te 
him, Premier William Aberhart 
does not think there is much 
likelihood of the Dominion gov- 
ernment implementing a resolu- 
tion passed by residents of Ro- 
chester, Alta., seeking to have the 
Dominion absorb the $19,000,000 a 
year Alberta is said to lose each 

year through the tariff and in 10 

years retire the public debt. . 

Hon. Norman Rogers, minister of 
labor was quoted by the Rochester 
residents as saying that in past 
years this province had Jost §19,- 
000,000 a year through tariff poli- 
cies. The Rochester resolution asked 
that this amount be absorbed each 
year by the Dominion toward re- 
tiring the Alberta public debt. 

If this were done the public debt 
in its entirety would be retired in 
10 years. 

Shown the Rochester resolution 
the Premier smiled and said it 
would provide a very comfortable 
way out, if the Dominion would ac- 
cept the suggestion. But he was not 
very hopeful. 


SUPERANNUATION 
FUND INCREASES 


The provincial government's 8u- 
perannuation fund totalled $2,131,- 
77.54 at March 31, 1935, according 
to figures made available to the 
legislature by Hon. Charles Cock- 
roft, provincial treasurer. 

This amount includes an increase 
of $175,000 over the previous year. 
At the end of March of 1934 the 
fund totalled $1,924,817.40. 

Employees’ accounts at the end of 
the fiscal year totalled $1,853,779.50 
while the superannuation allowance 
account totalled $250,692.68. 

Accrued interest amounted to 
$26,000, while sundry accounts pay- 
able totalled $605.36, thus making a 
grand aggregate of $2,131,077.54.

TORONTO, Feb. 20—Phil Munroe, 
180-pound Toronto boy, became

The Winnipeg fight- 
er, who rode the rails down here, 
was counted out. 

It was the fifth battle within five 
hours for Munroe and the fourth 
for Slip, lucky enough to draw a 
bye in the semi-finals when two 
contenders withdrew because of in- 
juries, But if the finalists were tired 
when they crawled through the 
ropes shortly after one o'clock they 
didn’t show it. Neither did they 
look like serious challengers for Joe 
Louis, Detroit's colored bomber who 
caused all this “white hope” busi- 
ness. 

TOO SLENDER 

They were too slender. Each stood 
6 fect, 14% inches and Slip weighed 
only six pounds more than the 180- 
pound Munroe, who won the On- 
tario amateur heavyweight title in 
1934 and has been out of a job for 
two years.

RUST IN WEST 
IS NOW KNOWN 


Wind-Borne Spores of 


Fungus Responsible 
For Disease 


SASKATOON, Feb. 20.—As a re- 
| sult of cereol rust researches car- 
ried out at Winnipeg, Saskatoon 
| and Edmonton, it is now defini‘ely 
known that wind-borne spores of 


‘| the fungus are responsible for the 


introduction of the disease into 
Westesn Canada. In the course of 
this investigation it was discovered 
that spores could be carried long 
distances by the wind end were 
present in the air at altitudes of 
two and three miles. These re- 
search results were given to the 
annual convention of the Saskat+- 
¢chewan school trustees, Monday 
night by Dr. J. H. Craigie, head of 
the rust research Jaboratory at 
Winnipeg. 

Docior Craigie traced the dif- 
ficulties facing the plant breeder 
in the development of wheats that 
were resistant to rust. As late as 
1925 competent students declared 
that resistant plants could not be 
produced by plant breeding. 
spite of this, attempts to get var- 
eties were continued and in 1937 
new wheats highly resistant to rust 
would be ready for distribution. 

One danger in breeding resistant 
plants, Doctor Craigie suggested 
was that the new plants might 
themselves be easy victims of plant 
diseases now considered of minor 
importance. These minor diseases 
might develop into serious epi- 
demics in the future, Nevertheless, 
he felt it was worth while to seek 


new grains which would overcome | 


the evils of rust.
